It  was  on  November  1,  1944,  that  128  dewy-eyed  freshmen  first  set 
foot  in  the  hallowed  halls  of  the  University  of  Dubuque.  There  was 
only  one  fellow  for  every  two  and  one-half  girls  then,  but  the  Navy  V-12 
Unit  had  already  landed  and  managed  to  carry  on  until  their  departure 
in  October,  '45. 

New  students  — many  of  them  returning  veterans  — matriculated. 

This  improved  the  ratio  of  fellows  to  girls.  Now  there  are  twenty-five  girls 
to  every  thirty-five  fellows.  Twenty-three  members  of  the  senior  class  are 
already  married,  and  five  are  engaged. 

The  Homecoming  Queen  of  1945  as  well  as  the  Drake  Relays  Queen 
came  from  our  ranks.  Many  of  the  seniors  desired  symbols  of  their  Alma 
Mater,  so  this  year  we  again  purchased  class  rings,  pins,  and  keys  for 
watch  chains.  We  sponsored  several  social  events  which  not  only  aided 
the  social  calendar  but  also  raised  our  treasury  to  the  point  where  we 
were  able  to  present  the  Class  Gift  in  actual  form.  The  year  ended  with 
a new  twist  during  Commencement  Week.  The  class  had  a gala  picnic 
at  Eagle  Point  Park  with  invited  guests.  For  entertainment,  we  laughed 
over  the  Class  Will  and  Prophesy. 

This  year  there  were  thirteen  presidents  of  organizations,  five  vice 
presidents,  five  treasurers,  three  chaplains,  five  chairmen,  three  secre- 
taries, three  representatives  on  both  the  Student  Council  and  the  Christian 
Life  Council,  two  reporters,  one  editor,  and  nine  outstanding  athletes. 
Eleven  out  of  a possible  nineteen  were  chosen  for  WHO'S  WHO. 

As  to  future  plans,  twenty-three  will  be  teachers,  eleven  will  go  into 
business,  ten  will  enter  the  ministry,  three  plan  to  do  social  work,  and 
two  will  serve  as  Christian  Youth  workers.

The  Seminary  had  a full  year  for  1947.  During  this  year  the  Seminary  has  been  given  full  endorse- 
ment by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Presbyterian  Church,  U.S.A.  In  the  spring  quarter  students  from 
the  Seminary  cooperated  with  the  Dubuque  Council  of  Churches  in  daily  broadcasts  over  stations  WKBB 
and  KDTH.  The  preaching  honors  for  the  senior  class  went  to  Merrill  Harris  and  Herbert  Manning.  Fred 
Koschmann  won  the  Scripture  Reading  Festival  prze.  In  all,  seven  men  graduated  in  June,  1947.  In 
keeping  with  the  tradition  of  the  school  to  serve  "the  whole  church  in  the  whole  world,"  one  senior  went 
to  Alaska  and  another  applied  to  the  Board  of  Foreign  Missions.  Others  served  churches  in  several 
states. 

A general  Seminar  on  Evangelism  was  held  in  the  spring  quarter,  and  in  the  fall  quarter  a very 
helpful  Orientation  Program  was  presented  by  all  the  members  of  the  faculty.  Each  month  library  teas 
were  given  with  a member  of  the  faculty  reviewing  a timely  and  stimulating  book. 

On  May  14th  the  Annual  Seminary  Retreat  was  held  at  Bellevue,  Iowa.  Dr.  Samuel  Zwemer  was  the 
retreat  speaker. 

At  the  opening  of  the  fall  quarter  on  September  15th,  Dr.  Theodore  G.  Lilley  of  Cedar  Rapids  brought 
a very  challenging  sermon,  after  which  Dean  Samuel  George  officially  opened  the  1947-1948  academic 
year. 

The  Seminary  cooperated  with  the  New  Life  Movement  of  the  Presbyterian  Church.  On  the  week  of 
October  20-21,  Dr.  David  Berger  of  the  faculty,  attended  the  New  Life  Training  School  held  at  St. 
Paul.  On  the  week  of  November  3-6,  Dr.  James  T.  Veneklassen  and  Rev.  Arnold  Langenberg  of  the 
seminary  faculty  and  three  seniors,  Leland  Rubesh,  Ben  Cochenet,  and  Robert  von  Oeyen,  attended  the 
New  Life  Training  School  at  Omaha,  Nebraska. 

The  Seminary  has  also  cooperated  with  and  sent  delegates  to  conferences  of  the  Inter-Seminary 
Movement.  Three  Seminarians,  Myron  Brower,  Thomas  Melton,  and  Harry  Stevens,  attended  a confer- 
ence at  Miami  University,  Oxford,  Ohio,  June  11-18.  The  conference  held  in  Chicago,  November 
20-21  was  attended  by  Dr.  Mihelic,  Myron  Brower,  Alfred  Drake,  and  Thomas  Melton. 
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To  every  individual  on  the  campus  of  the  Uni- 
versity of  Dubuque  that  word  has  a different  shade 
of  meaning.

The  A Cappella  Choir,  under  the  direction  of  Mr.  Franklin  LeBar,  sang  a total  of  twenty-five  con- 
certs. The  year  started  with  a performance  at  the  Rectorial  Convocation,  followed  by  a broadcast 
over  the  ABC  network.  This  broadcast,  entitled  "Our  Town  Speaks,"  was  heard  from  coast-to-coast, 
as  shown  by  reports  from  California,  Texas,  and  New  Jersey.  The  broadcast  explained  the  history 
of  Dubuque  with  reports  from  the  leading  manufacturers  in  the  town.

The  Athletic  Banquet  in  the  spring  quarter  of  '47  brought  to  an  end  the  activities  of  the  "D"  Club 
in  its  first  year  of  activation  since  before  the  war.  The  banquet  brought  recognition  to  many  mem- 
bers through  awards  such  as  the  Outstanding  Freshman  Trophy  to  Bud  Loats,  the  Outstanding  Senior 
Trophy  to  Bob  Sellergren,  and  the  Scholarship  Trophy  to  Paul  Watters.  Many  other  awards  were 
given  which  included  athletic  blankets  to  the  captains  of  the  teams,  gold  footballs,  basketballs,  and 
track  shoes  to  seniors  competing  in  each  sport  for  four  years.
